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DECISION ON PETITION 
TO WITHDRAW THE 
HOLDING OF ABANDONMENT 


For: RECOVERABLE SYSTEM FOR 
MOORING MOBILE OFFSHORE 
DRILLING UNITS 

This is a decision on applicant's petition to withdraw the holding of abandonment, filed in the 
United States Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO), on December 14, 2000 and 
supplemented on March 5, 2001 . 

The petition is GRANTED. 

A review of the file record indicates that the application was held abandoned for failure to 
timely respond to the Office action dated April 1 1 , 2000.
